¢hat-did not-much matter—tn the flying 
age, the fact that Canada has territorial 
rights reaching up to within a few hun- 
dred miles of the north pole becomes a 
factor of importance The flying develop- 
ment at Goose Bay during the Second 
World War proved something of the 
strategic worth of areas which once used 
fo he regarded as part of a vast inhos- 
pitable wilderness.

While “the destination of the peaceful 
flatilty which will follow the path of some 
of the ill-fated explorers of long ago has 
not been set out, there is hardly any 
place in the far north w here inquiry would 
not be valuable, From, the Gulf of 
Boothia east to Baffin Isfand; or west- 
ward to Somerset, Prince of Wales, Vic- 
toria and Banks Islands; or north of that 
to Melville, Bathurst-and- Devon Islands, 
there is a very large slice of territory 
between our north coast and the pole. 
Following up its own discovery of the 
northwest passage some few years ago, 
when a Canadian vessel went from the 
Pavifie to the Atlantic in the great polar 
sea, all such exploration by this country 
shold be thoroughly worthwhile 

It has been the fashion to think of 
the Arctic as a vast waste. Each year 
is proving that on the contrary it con- 
tains a variety of resources, a climate by 
no means as inimical to human existence 
as long supposed, and the beckoning 
challenge of anv unknown land. Flying 
has-speeded. that realization and brought 
much of the Arctic Circle within com- 
paratively easy reach, Only thorough- 
going exoloration on the ground, how- 
ever, is likely to chart what is thebe. 


Forestry in High Schools 


rN interesting addition to the British 
Columbia high school curriculum 
will be made on a trial basis with the 
opening of the new school next 
autumn, when a course in forestry will 
be introduced. Mission Junior - Senior 
Hich School has been selected for the 
exnoriment, and if after a year’s trial at 
Mission the course proves to fill a need, 
the Department of Education plans to 
introduce it in various other hich schools 
throughout the province. With the 
approval of the department, various inter- 
ested organizations have collaborated in 
compiling the course, including the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association and the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia's faculty of 
forestry. 

The official 


year 


announcement of the 
{innovation emphasizes the fact that the 
course is to be academic rather than 
vocational, and that greatest stress will 
be placed on conservation. The first unit, 
extending over four weeks, will concen- 
trate on the idea that British Columbia 
js one of the world’s great forest areas, 
and during it the students will be enabled 


to make statistical and geographical 
comparisons. Later they will be in- 
structed in the elefhents of silviculture, 
including studies of soils and soil chem- 
istry. Field trips will be an important 
feature of the-course, and it is also hoped 
to establish an arboretum and a school 
forest. At the University Tree Farm at 
Haney the students will lay out a forest 
plot and record various observations 
thereon, using the equipment employed 
by professional foresters. The second 
section will be conducted in the spring to 
coincide with National Forest Conserva- 
tion Week and studies will relate largely 
to that aspect of forestry 

The addition of s lized courses to 
the high school curriculum usually pro- 
vokes controversy, but this appears to be 
an instance in which-there is unlikely to 
be much opposition. In this province 
especially it seems sound policy to extend 
pre-university study along the lines pro- 
posed, not only to widen openings for 
professional careers but also to help 
accomplish the exploitation of British 
Columbia’s chief resource on a scientific 
basis with emphasis on replacement. 


Strengthening the Senate 


HE eightieth birthday last week of 
Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen caused 
several eastern writers to regret that so 
commanding an intellect was lost to the 
public, Jife of Canada in the past 15 years. 
Here is one instance, it was stated, where 
the Senate might have gained immeasur- 
ably had the method of appointment been 
other than it is, and where the knowledge, 
experience and debating power of Mr. 
Meighen would have been invaluable to 
the development of the country. So it 
would, but political magnanimity has 
unfortunately not reached the stage that 
moves government. leaders to make sena-

- Yet back in 1918, it has been recalled 
a Liberal advisory council discussed a 
method of Senate appointment that would 
secure to public life the services of proved 
politicians of note. It was suggested 
that an ex-prime minister, on ceasing to 
be leader of his partyshould be named 
automatically to the upper chamber; that

ex-provincial premiers, on the same basis, 
should fall heir to Senate vacancies in 
their own provinces; and that defeated 
cabinet ministers should likewise be made 
senators. Nothing ever came of the sug- 
gestions, which were dismissed as not in 
the realm of practical politics. 

Defeated cabinet ministers not infre- 
quently are taken care of by a party 
which returns to power. There is some 
merit to the idea of Dominion and pro- 
vincial ex-premiers taking a seat in the 
Senate, however, there to contribute of 
their store of government and administra- 
tive experience. The Senate could not 
but be enriched by their presence 
Methods of Senate reform galore have 
been suggested during the past score 
years but they all founder on the same 
expedient — practical politics. The only 
kind of politics deemed practical when it 
comes to filling Senate vacancies is that 
which rewards the party faithful. What 
this does to the Senate is seemingly a 
matter of unconcern
